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Children under 10 found carrying weapons in Essex schools 

ARMEDAND 
DANGEROUS

FIVE children under the age of 10 
have been found carrying weapons 
in schools across Essex, new poliee 
data has revealed. 

The shoeking statistie was ineluded 
in Freedom of Information findings 
that show the number of knife-relat¬ 
ed offenees reported in sehools has 
more than tripled in just four years 
- from eight in the 2014/15 aeademie 
year to 31 in 2017/18. 

In total, 103 offenees were 
reeorded during this period, 
ineluding “violenee with injury”, 
“rape” and one ease of “homieide”. 

The largest number oeeurred in 
Basildon where there were 14, half 
of whieh took plaee during the 
2016/17 aeademie year. 

Aeross south Essex, this was fol¬ 
lowed by Thurroek where there 
were 12 offenees and Southend 
where there were eight. 

The number of ehildren found to 
be in possession of weapons during 
that period also inereased from 19 
in 2014 to 40 in 2017, ineluding 
five under the age of 10. 

Janet Bloomfield, Essex Poliee’s 
ehildren, young people and 
antisoeial behaviour manager, said 
just one ineident “is one too many”. 

“We eontinue to work elosely 
with edueational establishments, 
soeial serviees and loeal authorities 
to try and ereate safer learning 
environments for young people. 

“We want young people to learn 
and develop without fear and we are 


fully aware of the dangers weapons 
pose to sehool eommunities. 

“That’s why our fire and poliee 
sehool engagement offieers attend 
hundreds of sehools, eolleges and 
young organisations aeross the 
eounty every year to edueate them 
about the risks of earrying knives 
and getting into gangs. 

“We have found that many young 
people found with a weapon, believe 
they need to earry them for safety. 
They believe they are at a disadvan¬ 
tage if they do not earry one. 

“There are also oeeasions where 
young people bring items sueh as 
penknives or multi-tools into sehool 
to show off to their friends and do 
not eonsider the eonsequenees of 
bringing these artieles into sehool. 


“They may not have eommitted a 
eriminal offenee but they will have 
breaehed sehool rules. 

“Sadly, there have been ineidents 
where ehildren were found with 
weapons to self-harm and we are 
quiek to work in partnership with 
sehool staff to provide safeguarding 
adviee to ensure they get the emo¬ 
tional support they need. 

“In situations where young ehil¬ 
dren are involved in violent behav¬ 
iour at sehool, they are dealt with 
robustly whilst still treating them as 
potentially vulnerable ehildren too. 

“We have seen an inerease in 
reports of these types of ineidents 
whieh is in part due to improved 
erime reeording and referrals. 

“Taekling knife erime remains a 


priority for Essex Poliee. Just reeent- 
ly we ran Operation Seeptre, whieh 
is part of a national drive to reduee 
knife erime. This involves the use of 
weapons sweeps, stop and seareh, 
knife arehes at sehools and stations. 

“Our offieers also work alongside 
Trading Standards to raise aware¬ 
ness among shop owners about the 
importanee of ehallenging under¬ 
age eustomers and the law around 
selling knives and bladed objeets.” 

Only Cowards Carry founder ealls 
the situation “beyond worrying”. 

The founder of the eharity that 
aims to eombat knife erime has 
warned the problem of sehool ehil¬ 
dren earrying knives may be mueh 
worse than poliee statisties suggest.

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Bus chiefs restore routes 
on vandal-plagued services

A COMPANY is returning three of 
its bus serviees baek to normal routes 
after diverting them following a spate 
of ineidents where bus windows were 
smashed by vandals. 

The Yellow Advertiser reported last 
month that First Buses had temporarily 
altered routes for serviees 21, whieh 
runs between Southend and Canvey; 

22, whieh serves Canvey to Basildon 
and 28, whieh runs between Southend 
and Basildon. 

Route 21 serviees dropped the Manor 
Trading estate in Benfleet after 6.30pm, 
while number 22 and 28 buses were 
diverted to miss London Road between 
Pitsea and Sadlers Farm Roundabout 
after 6.30pm. 

Dan Worley, operations manager at 
First Hadleigh, said it is trialling a 
return of the serviees baek to their 
normal routes. 

He said: “I would like to thank our 
passengers and the loeal eommunity 
for their support and patienee whilst we 
have been dealing with the problems 
of antisoeial behaviour in the area of 
Canvey.

Man quizzed after woman 
falls from fifth floor flat 


A WOMAN who plummeted from a 
fifth-floor window in Southend last 
week is in a “eritieal but stable eondi- 
tion”, says Essex Poliee. 

Offieers were ealled to Jones Close 
at around 2am on Thursday, Mareh 
28, to reports that the woman, who 
is deseribed as being in her 40s, had 


fallen. 

A man arrested on suspieion of 
attempted murder has been released 
but remains under investigation. 

A poliee spokesman added: “Our 
enquiries into the eireumstanees sur¬ 
rounding how she fell remain ongo¬ 
ing. 


“We would like to speak to anyone 
who saw or heard a disturbanee in the 
area around this time.”

“We will be monitoring the situation 
and working with the poliee to try and 
eounteraet any further disruption, but

away from the area to keep passengers 
and our staff safe.” 

The diversions had been put in plaee 


after the eompany reported several 
ineidents before and after Christmas 
where bus windows were broken. 

First had threatened to withdraw the 
three serviees altogether if the ineidents 
did not stop, with Mr Worley ealling on 
the eommunity to sort out the problem. 

Poliee eontinue to investigate reports 
of First buses being targeted aeross 
south-east Essex. 

These inelude an ineident at the 
junetion of the A13 and A132 in Pitsea 
on February 14 at 8.40pm and two 
on the previous day - one near the 
Sadlers Farm roundabout, London 
Road, Benfleet, between 6.30pm and 
6.35pm, and another in Arundel Road, 
Benfleet at 7.55pm. 

Another bus was targeted on Canvey 
Road, Canvey, on February 9 at about 
7pm, and offieers reeeived three similar 
reports in Benfleet between January 5 
and January 11, and in Shoeburyness 
High Street on January 28.

Hey teacher, leave those kids alone 


EST days of your life, 
people used to say. 

I’m referring, of 
course, to school and I doubt 
many, if any, actually believe 
that old adage. 

Today there are very dif¬ 
ferent rules regarding how 
teachers are allowed to deal 
with their pupils (they can’t - 
simple as that) and the “back 
in my day" crowd would have 
you believe that the prob¬ 
lems with youth violence in 
society could be dealt with 
by going back to the gool old 
days when teachers were 
able to stamp their authority 
(sometimes very literally) on 
their young charges. 

Well this is what I remem¬ 
ber from the grammar 
school I attended in the 
West Midlands from the late 
sixties to the early-ish sev¬ 
enties and I’m sure my old 
friends from those days on 
Facebook will back me up. 

Of th e te ac h i n g staf f at 5(2.9/? 

Grammar School (later 
Bash Street Comprehensive) 
there were two pushovers 
- one of them an elderly 
English teacher who would 
entertain us every morning 
by driving her car straight 
into the wire fencing sur¬ 
rounding the playground/ 
tennis courts. 

Then there were a few 
who were actually excellent 
teachers and would be fair 
with you if you reciprocated. 

But there were three I can 


remember - and could even 
name as I expect they’re 
dead by now but I won’t 
just in case - who I fervently 
believe were violent psycho¬ 
paths whose treatment of 
children below fifth form age 
(11-14) was tantamount to at 
least assault and in some 
cases actual bodily harm. 

These men didn’t just instill 
fear in us, we were wet your 
pants terrified of them. 

Then there was the teacher 
of German who should not 
have been allowed within 
half a mile of young boys as 
I once discovered when he 
asked me to soundly thrash 
him with a ruler so he could 
judge how hard he needed to 
punish someone else. 

Luckily I had enough self 
awareness to deal with it 
appropriately and he backed 
off from then on, but others 
would not have been so lucky. 

Very early on I was injured 
when a 15-year old decided 
it would be funny to dead leg 
a first year so I found myself 
in the first aid room, which 
doubled as the deputy head¬ 
master’s office. 

From behind the screen 
where I was waiting for the 
feeling to return to my leg, I 
heard the deputy head walk 
in, followed soon after by 
a knock on the door. A boy 
walked in. I never found out 
who he was or how old, but 
the deputy head simply said: 
“Bend over". 


The next thing I heard was 
the sound of a cane cutting 
the air with such force it 
whistled before making sick¬ 
ening contact once, twice, 
three times. 

By the time the fourth and 
fifth strikes came the lump 
in my throat was so big I 
thought I might suffocate. 

Finally, the deputy head 
simply told the boy to get out 
and after a couple of min¬ 
utes, which felt like an hour, 
I excused myself too. 

Some 50 years later, this 
had a lasting affect on me 
and I have remained con¬ 
vinced that corporal punish¬ 
ment is nothing more than 
physical assault with a dead¬ 
ly weapon (a stick). 

So don’t talk to me about 
the good old days. Of course, 
today you could argue that 
any attempt to restore 
such a barbaric practice 
would result in teachers 
themselves being attacked 
because kids won’t take that 
sort of nonsense today. 

What’s missing is respect. 
But respect doesn’t come 
from fear. Only resentment 
is the by product of that and 
it’s a resentment I still har¬ 
bour today, even though I 
was never on the receiving 
end of anything worse than 
a plimsoll across the bum for 
forgetting my PE kit.

Care provider has 
fourth home put in 
special measures 

But director says company has serious 
concerns over CQC inspection process

A CARE home provider in 
Southend has seen a fourth 
home put into speeial measures 
sinee the start of the year. 

Health and Home (Essex) 
Limited’s North Road 
residenee in Westeliff was 
judged as “inadequate” by 
the Care Quality Commission 
following an inspeetion in 
January. 

The inspeetion ruling eomes 
after the Yellow Advertiser 
reported inadequate CQC 
ratings for Ravensmere Rest 
Home and Alexander House 
Private Nursing Home in 
Westeliff, and for Barling 
Lodge in Great Wakering, in 
February. 

After the visit to the North 
Road eare home inspeetors 
wrote that they found “high- 
risk” ligature points, whieh 
eould be used for hanging and 
strangulation, throughout the 
home. 

They said: “There were high- 
risk ligature points throughout 
the serviee whieh had not been 
identified when assessing 
those at risk of suieide, self- 
harm or extreme states of 
anxiety and agitation.” 

Inspeetors found one 
resident’s eare plan showed 
they were at risk of self-harm 
and had previously had suieidal 
thoughts but interventions to 
manage the risk were “poor”. 

A eare plan for another 
resident indieated they were at 
risk of ehoking and required a 
soft diet, ineluding thiekened 
drinks. But the speeifie texture 
of fluid required was not 
reeorded and inspeetors said 
daily reeords showed that the 
resident had suffered ehoking 
episodes. 

There was no evidenee 
diseovered by inspeetors to 
show that two staff members 
had reeeived appropriate 


medieation training, with three 
out of four staff not assessed 
against their eompeteney to 
administer medieation. 

The inspeetors also outlined 
eoneerns over an ineident 
where one resident was 
restrained for five to ten 
minutes by a staff member. 

The report said: “No further 
information was reeorded to 
elearly doeument the type of 
restraint used to restriet the 
person, justifieation for the 
staff member’s interventions, 
no evidenee to suggest least 
restrietive options had been 
eonsidered and the restraint 
used was in the person’s best 
interests.” 

Staffing levels were also 
eritieised by inspeetors, who 
assessed rosters between 
Deeember 17 and January 
10 and found only one staff 
member on duty between 6pm 
and 9pm. 

“A review of the serviee’s 
staffing levels should be 
eonsidered, partieularly at 
night as one person is unable 
to provide appropriate eare 
and support for one person 
who requires their body to be 
repositioned and are at risk of 
developing pressure uleers.” 

The report did inelude some 
positive findings. 

Residents and relatives were 
“generally eomplimentary” 
about the eare and support at 
the home, with one relative 
telling inspeetors, “I’d 
reeommend this home without 
a doubt, they have been 
fantastie to our whole family.” 

The report also noted that 
staff work well with other 
organisations to ensure they 
deliver good joined-up eare 
and support. 

“The registered manager and 
staff team knew the people 
they eared for and liaised with 
other organisations to ensure 
the person reeeived effeetive 
eare and support.” 

The eare home was rated as 


inadequate in two of CQC’s 
main eriteria - safe and 
well-led. 

It was given “requires 
improvement” seores 

for effeetive, earing and 
responsive. 

A Health and Home 
spokesman said it is 
“unbelievable” the CQC eould 
rate the home as inadequate. 

The eompany asked the 
YA to use the same eomment 
it gave when asked for a 
response to the Ravensmere 
and Alexander House reports. 

It has said it is appealing 
ratings for Barling Lodge, 
Ravensmere and Alexander 
House. 

Direetor Andreas Stavrinides 
said the eompany has “serious 
eoneerns” about CQC’s 
inspeetion proeess. 

He elaimed: “There have 
been no ehanges to the 
environment or the quality of 
serviee provided by the home 
sinee the date of the previous 
inspeetion, whieh rated the 
home as good. 

“There have been no 
justifiable grounds to show a 
deterioration of serviee from 
good to inadequate. 

“An appeal against CQC’s 
rating has been lodged and we 
are eonsidering other steps. 

“We hope for the benefit 
of those we serve and the 
eommunity as a whole that 
CQC will engage with us and 
address the eoneerns raised by 
both sides in a eonsensual and 
eivilised manner.” 

A CQC spokesman said it 
runs “an open and transparent 
proeess” regarding its 
inspeetions, adding that all of 
its reports are given to eare 
providers for faetual aeeuraey 
feedbaek before being 
published. 

He said eare providers have 
the right to ask for a rating 
review, and it will eonsider 
any ratings review requests 
made by the eompany.

Does he not realise that firstly 
it must be proven that they are 
indeed the offender’s savings, 
whieh eould be diffieult, espe- 
eially if they are married or 
in a relationship. In any ease 
any removal of funds would 


involve eourt eases and lawyers, 
it would eost far more than the 
revenue it would generate. 

It ean be assumed that making 
them pay for their keep would 
involve some form of foreed 
labour, sowing mailbags or 
walking the treadmill as per 
yesteryear perhaps, maybe with 
a bit of flogging thrown in. It’s 
been tried and it doesn’t work. 

Mr Little’s eomparison with 
the elderly having their assets 
seized to pay for their eare 
when they are plaeed in a eare 
home and the taking of a pris¬ 
oner’s assets is a nonsense. 

Unfortunately, those plaeed in 
a eare home will not be leaving 
that plaee and will have no fur¬ 
ther use for their assets, where¬ 
as offenders will leave prison. 

In Mr Little’s world offenders 
would be thrown out of prison 
and onto the streets without a 
home or any assets. 

This type of behaviour is 
medieval in its thinking and 
makes the authorities as bad, if 
not worse, than the offenders. 

The elue regarding pun¬ 
ishment Mr Little, is in the 
sentenee handed down, and it 
should not inelude some form 
of perverted revenge. 

Perhaps new prisons and a 
different approaeh is needed. 
Maybe these new prisons should 
only house first-time detainees, 
who should be deprived of eiga- 
rettes and drugs. They should be 
subjeeted to a regime of physie- 
al exereise, re-edueation up to 
0-level standard, taught soeial 
skills and a work ethie. 

Maintenanee of their prison 
and various types of training 
eourses should keep them busy. 

Manufaeturing something the 
prison authorities eould sell is 


another option. 

Having a eell to themselves 
would give them time to refleet 
and stop them being influeneed 
or threatened by hardened 
eriminals. 

On release an offender would, 
at least, be fitter, better edu- 
eated and more able to eope 
with life on the outside and the 
authorities will be able to right¬ 
ly elaim that they have done 


their best to help this person. 

If they go on to re-offend 
then their punishment should 
get progressively harsher with 
eaeh additional offenee, for 
example a doubling of their 
previous term of imprisonment. 

Prevention is always better 
than eure. 

Mr Little suggests the return 
of the death penalty. However, 
Albert Pierrepoint, the UK’s 


offieial exeeutioner, who 
hanged 600 people over a 
25-year period said: “I have 
eome to the eonelusion that 
exeeutions solve nothing, and 
are only an antiquated relie of 
a primitive desire for revenge 
whieh takes the easy way and 
hands over the responsibility 
for revenge to other people.”

Schools Struggle with knife culture

Caroline Shearer, CEO of Only Cowards 
Carry, founded after her 17-year-old-son Jay 
Whiston was fatally stabbed in 2012, said the 
problem is “beyond worrying” but poliee sta- 
tisties alone eannot show the seale of the issue 
beeause of sehools dealing with the problem 
themselves. 

She said: “We’ve eontaeted sehools ourselves 
and while some ehildren have been reported, 
the majority of sehools like to deal with it in 
house and beeause of that the real statisties 
ean’t be made available.” 

She predieted that her eharity has offered 
support to as many as 12 ehildren under the age 
of 10 found earrying knives - more than double 
the data from the poliee. 

While Only Cowards Carry offers sehools 
edueational events from expert trainers, she said 
a number of them pass due to a laek of funding. 

“Sehools aren’t doing enough, but neither are 
parents,” she eontinued. 

“It used to be that you’d find some stones 
or bubble gum in a ehild’s poeket but now its 
knives. Most parents are good but there are 


some that really don’t give a damn and it is 
those parents that need to take responsibility.” 

Of all the reeorded knife offenees aeross 
Essex, Basildon had the highest number, with 
14 over the four-year period. 

Simon Cox, headteaeher of Woodlands Sehool 
in Basildon, said his sehool hadn’t faeed the issue 
direetly but edueation and prevention is key. 

“We’ve not had a knife ineident while I have 
been the headteaeher here, but I know some 
young people speak about their weekends in 
the town eentre and they’ve said there are a 
number of young people earrying these sorts of 
weapons around,” he said. 

“We try to do a lot of preparative work at the 
sehool and this has ineluded having loeal poliee 
in to do assemblies where they highlight all the 
dangers of knives and gang erime. 

“We also hold a number of mentoring sehemes. 
These foeus on things sueh as sport, football and 
behaviour to edueate and help pupils who may 
otherwise be entieed into gangs. 

“We aim to help them to make better ehoiees 
earlier - it is all about identifying the issue at 
the earliest stage.”

S INCE Marvel launched its ever-expand¬ 
ing cinematic universe with the block¬ 
buster Iron Man, rival DC Comics has 
largely played catch-up. 

Were it not for Christopher Nolan’s Oscar- 
winning Dark Knight trilogy and Gal Gadot’s 
gravity-defying acrobatics as Wonder 
Woman, a stable of superheroes including 
Superman, Aquaman and The Flash could 
have flatlined past the point of reinvention. 
David F Sandberg’s entertaining romp 
marks a welcome shift in tone for the DC 
Comics brand, swaggering away from 
dark, brooding seriousness into 
the irreverent territory 
of Deadpool, albeit with 
family-friendly humour 
and a nostalgia for body 
swap fantasies such as Big. 
Shazam! plays to the

West Ham United 0-2 Everton 

FRUSTRATED West Ham man¬ 
ager Manuel Pellegrini deseribed 
his side’s dire display against 
Everton as “the worst performanee 
of the year” as first-half goals from 
Kurt Zouma and Bernard seeured 
an easy Premier League sueeess for 
the Merseysiders. 

The Hammers went into the game 
looking to extend a seven-mateh 
unbeaten sequenee on their home 
territory - a run stretehing baek 
before the turn of the year. 

Pellegrini made several 
ehanges to the side whieh had 
dramatieally eome from behind 
to see off Huddersfield Town 
before the international break. 
Felipe Anderson was absent due 
to an ankle injury while Robert 
Snodgrass returned in plaee of 
Miehail Antonio, who was amongst 
the substitutes. 

Everton had endured a stop-start 
eampaign of their own, but like 
the Hammers, were eyeing up a 
potential Europa League quali- 
fieation plaee - and they made 
a swift breakthrough. Zouma 


heading home in the fifth minute 
after meeting a pinpoint Gylfi 
Sigurdsson flag-kiek. 

West Ham were struggling to 
eontain the lively Toffees. Lukasz 
Fabianski produeed a brilliant 
double-save to deny Sigurdsson 
and Lueas Digne with the Hammers 
baekline at sixes and sevens and 
already appearing fragile. 

A wayward attempt from Pablo 
Zabaleta was all the Hammers had 
to show for their less than impres¬ 
sive early toil, and the mood soon 
darkened around the stadium as 
Everton doubled their advantage. 

Bernard arrived to sweep home 
from six yards after skipper 
Seamus Coleman had delivered 
the opportunity on a plate with a 
low eross from the right. 

Rieharlison foreed Fabianski 
into a smart save with his feet as 
Everton eontinued to launeh wave 
after wave of attaeks. Meanwhile, 
Snodgrass fired the wrong side of 
an upright as the home side des¬ 
perately tried to keep their heads 
above water. 

Pellegrini threw on Javier 
Hernandez and Antonio following 
the laeklustre first-half showing, 
but it was Everton who initial¬ 
ly eontinued to dominate with 
Rieharlison unable to eonneet with 
Bernard’s eentre as the impressive 


Toffees sought a third. 

Marko Amautovie had endured 
another frustrating afternoon and 
his substitution midway through 
the half was greeted with a ehorus 
of boos from Hammers supporters, 
unimpressed with the Austrian’s 
input. In the meantime. Dominie 
Calvert-Lewin fired into the side 
netting, then sent another effort 
over the top as Everton looked to 
put further daylight between them¬ 
selves and the out of sorts hosts. 

Rieharlison’s thundering header 
eannoned off the bar with Fabianski 
helplessly rooted to the spot. 

By that time many of a elaret 
and blue persuasion had headed 
for the exits, putting this one down 
to a bad day at the offiee as they 
trudged away in their droves. 

Pellegrini said after the game: 
“We have lost before a lot of 
games, but not playing the way we 
did today without ereating ehanees 
and eoneeding so many ehanees. 

“I don’t thir^ it’s laek of fight, it’s 
laek of trust. From the beginning, 
you feel it is not your day - that 
you eannot play and you always try 
to make some ehanges with the sub¬ 
stitutes to try and ehange the faee of 
the team. But I think we eontinued 
in exaetly the same way.” 

Hammers supporters reaeted 
angrily towards Amautovie after 


the striker was substituted midway 
through the seeond half However, 
Pellegrini insisted that the whole 
team was responsible for the laek¬ 
lustre nature of their showing, add¬ 
ing: “I think we eannot believe the 
performanee was one player as 
the team played the way they did 
today. Marko Amautovie was not 
guilty why we lose the game.” 

Everton boss Mareo Silva was 
far happier than his eounterpart, 
saying: “The general performanee 
today, from the first minute until 
the end, was really, really good.”
